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Sir: 



This communication is in response to the Restriction Requirement which was mailed on 
September 11, 2002, the one-month shortened statutory period for response to which expired on 
October 11, 2002. This response is being filed by December 11, 2002, with a petition for a 
two-month extension of time and the appropriate fee. 

Claims 1-35 are currently pending in the above-referenced application and are subject to a 
restriction requirement. An election is hereby made, with traverse, to prosecute the invention of 
Group 1, including claims 1-21. 

Please note that Group 1 , which includes claims 1-21, has been identified as including 
claims which are drawn to a method for "simultaneous detection of analyte in a sample using a 
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waveguide, classified in class 436, subclass 164." Independent claim 1, like independent 
claim 22, does not recite use of a waveguide and, thus, is not limited to use of a waveguide. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested. 

In addition, an early action on the merits of claims 1-35 is respectfully solicited. 
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
